Tahoe Regional Planning Agency's Shorezone
ordinance and if any alterations, repairs,
or removal required pursuant to said
ordinance are not accomplished within the
designated time period, then the permit
will be automatically terminated, effective
upon notice by the State and the site shall
be clearea pursuant to the terms thereof.
